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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 08/30/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The examiner has thoroughly reviewed Applicant's argument but firmly believes that 
the cited reference reasonably and properly address the claimed limitation as rejected. 

2. Applicant's argument that "Ravikanth does not in any way disclose adjusting the clock 
stamp reference values based on estimated network system jitter" as recited in claims 2, 3, 7. On 
the contrary, Ravikanth discloses a method of measuring/estimating the relative skew between 
clocks to detect/correct clock skews (col. 1, lines 23-41) based on computing jitter between a 
time delay for the one packet and the time delay for a next consecutively transmitted after the 
one packet (col. 2, lines 1-10; col. 7, lines 30-32). 

Thus, as stated by the examiner, the entire claimed subject matter, therefore is disclosed by 
Ravikanth.
